Willi regard lo the as*c*siient, we per-

.tee the matter in Ihe same light. 

But whilo wo have to find fault with Dr. 
Hunter for the reason above Mated, — and 
wo roust al&o tuelude hi* colleagues, for they 
aro aliko responsible, — we can but commend 
him for his endeavors to secure equal justice 
to all, ii&ilie matter of Afieosement, When 
it was found necessary to mako a general re- 
vision of the volt, in order to have anything 
like an equalisation, he voted and argued for 
tho principle bid down by our correspondent 
—with this exception : he was opposed to rc- 
daolng the assessment on the owners of build- 
ing lots, and others, where their reduction 
would onJy have tho effect of disqualifying 
them as voters?. The public generally will 
understand t£iirt, ae most rate-payers are now 
aware that all persons rated below two dol- 
lars arc brought up to that standard by the 
Act of Parliament. Iu this, he will he large- 
ly sustained by the laborers and mechanics 
of the vithge. Want of funds, on account 
of the excels expenditure last year, has pre- 
vented him, as Chairman of the Koad and 
Bridge Committee, aa well as the Council as 
a yrlmle, from making any marked improve- 
ment, end has rather had the tendency to 
place him to disadvantage. For all these 
things, we are willing to make reasonable al- 
lowance. 

Mr. fttnilh, loo, should gel eredit for his 
opposition lo the expenditure of large sums 
of money by Road end Hridge Committees, 
vtilhout the authority of Council — and also, 
for opposing Ihe undertaking of liabilities, to 
be met by succeeding Councils. The pre- 
cedent of last sear's transactions was a bad 
one— and the principle laid down altogether 
an unsafe one j and Ins oppOMtion no doubt 
led to ths development of facts that would 
not otherwise have transpired ; but bis views 
with regard lo the assessment s?e consider 
unbound — end calculated to foster class tegis 
htidi). 

One of the greatest hindrances to Ihe 
successlul and harmonious woiking of *he 
present Council bai bun jealousy I and our 
leading men, it. would appear, have sought 
to make themselves popular svitb the people, 
by traducing ihe character, and rnitreprc* 
tenting Ibe actions andl motives of their 
collesgues. Now. so long as this feeling is 
engendered, just so long will Ihe best inte- 
rests of the Tillage suffer. And why ? He- 
cause of tbe want of unanimity — a want of 
unity of purpose and action. Say a public 
Hall is wanted— ft pltssure-j-iound— aeeme- 
tery — water tanks*- town bell— grsvtl roads 

— or whatever yon plea*', unless ft onem-is 
of sentiment — a unity of feeling, prevails 
in a small' tommunity like Newmarket, ihe 
most roomeelous question, of public interest 
will he vetoed, and ihe progress and pros- 
peri<y of ihe place impeded. 

These are our views upon matters and 
things io general, end we put it lo the elec- 
tors— tbatl we remain in Ibis position ? Or 
shall we crawl out of this narrow teciiou- 
alism ceJ jealousy Not ft member of the 
present Couoeil but believes he is eeling in 
accordance with lha wishes of bU.cousiiiu 
cnts ; and it i» because of lie Ucbi^jJatu
